After years of struggle against the 
fiercest opposition from Wall Street 
and even from their of the 
American Legion and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, the veterans of the 
World War have their long over-due 
bonus. 

Only through the mass pressure of 
the hundreds of thousands of ex-serv-

President Roosevelt. 

From the beginning of the struggle 
for the bonus, the Communist Party 
has played a leading role, taking great 
pride in the fact that it first proposed 
the bonus march on Washington, D.C., 
in 1932 .

On the morning of “Bloody Thurs- 
day,” the police under Glassford pro- 
voked a fight at a half-wrecked build- 
ing where some of the marchers were 
camping, and bricks were thrown, the 
police using tear-gas bombs despite the 
fact that many women and _ children 


were present. At least two babies 


later died from the effects of being’ 


tear-gassed., 

In the afternoon, Glassford called 
for federal troops to “clean out’’ the 
peaceful bonus marchers, but the Reg- 
ular Army detachment called upon 
refused to take up arms against their 
former buddies. A detachment from 
the Navy was sent for, but it also 
refused to attack the B. E. F. Marines 
were then called, but they, too, re- 
fused to take action against the march- 
ers. Some members of these forces 
were later court-martialed, but a strict 
censorship was imposed ,and the fate 
of these heroic men was never released. 


Finally, Glassford got the National 
Guard (consisting of raw youth, main- 
ly government clerks) called in, and 
the marchers started on the White 
House lawn, where many of them had 
encamped. Flames were set to their 
ramshackle shelters, and the marchers 
and their wives and children driven 
out at the paint of a bayonet.

With fixed 
bayonets and gas masks, these “tin 
soldiers’ moved against the heroes of 
the World War, destroying their piti- 
ful dwellings with fire, and running 
all of them finally out of the District 
of Columbia into adjoining states. 


This was the collapse of the bonus 


march, but the force of the heroic 
marchers, disorganized and betrayed 
as thev were. was still felt by the pres- 
ent Congress when it finally re-enacted 
the bonus measure over the strong op- 
position and vete of President Roose- 
velt. 

Veterans are 
even more so than in the historic days 
of the bonus march, that they can only 
wring a better standard of living from 
the capitalist masters of America by 
organization and mass pressure. And 
they are beginning to realize that, even 
with the securing of the bonus, their 
economic troubles are far from over 
and that they must continue to strug- 
gle for unemployment insurance, for 
old age pensions, for all types of social 
insurance.

CHINA BLED TO PAY 
INVASION COST 


TIENTSIN, China.—One of the most 
profitable advantages Japan gained 
through her established fake autonomy 
government in North China provinces 
was to create a hole in the Chinese tariff 
wall through which she can pour Japa- 
nese goods duty free. 

This does not mean that Japanese goods 
are exempt from customs fees. It does 
mean that Japan can ignore these cus- 
toms with impunity. 

The method used is referred 
“smuggling.” But smuggling implies 
stealth and careful evasion of customs 
authorities. It also implies risk. The Jap- 
anese take no risks and use no stealth.

The only risk involved is taken by the 
Chinese customs men who are apt to be 
shot by Japanese troops if they make 
any effort to interfere with the illegal 
commerce,

“Bourgeois politicians looked down dis- 
dainfully on the Soviet constitution. It 
did not hide its cless character, Saviet 
power was openly proclaimed as the 
dictatorship of the proletariat. 

‘The Soviet constitution did not prom- 
ise freedom and equality of . political 
rights to ‘all’ It abolisned the right to 
exploit workers. Precisely for this reason, 
the dictatorship of the proletariat is the 
broadest and most complete democracy 
of theworking class.” 


WORLD CONTRACT 
The editorial contrasts the degenera- 
tion and decay of democracy in capital- 
ist nations with the development and 
trengthening of it in the Soviet Unian: 

“What became of the brand-new de- 
mecracies that were ‘formed after the 
World War?

The proposed draft of the constitution 
will be subjected to one of the most 
unique critical tests ever projected. For 
five months it will be the subject of dis- 
cussions in factories, homes, fields and 
councils. Every citizen will have’ full 
opportunity to express himself on_ its 
contents. When finally adopted with all 
amendments, it will be the truest ex- 
pression of the requirements of the en- 
tire people.

“The decision of the Georgia Court or- 
dering me to serve 18 to 20 years on the

NOT TO TAKE PART, 
IN ANY OTHER WAR 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Sharp protest 
against military training in the schools, 
condemning treatment of Negro soldiers 
during the World War, and resolution to 
refuse to participate in -another war— 
these reactions came from Negro students 
representing 16 colleges meeting at How- 
ard University here recently, as result of 
a poll by the Youth Committee of the 
American League Against War and Fas- 
cism. 

Twenty-five out of 26 answered in the 
affirmative to the question: “Is Fascism 
in America a Danger?’ Discrimination 
against Negro soldiers in 1917-18 was 
characterized as “hideous,” “unfair” and 
a “disgrace to any country.” Another 
wrote that “Negroes can gain nothing 
from supporting imperialism.”

BRUSSELS, Begium.—The strike wave 
which already involves more than 300, 
000 workers here is growing rapidly des- 
pite the fact that the government has 
called out the Army to suppress them. 
Mounted police with drawn sabres are

strations and turning the streets of Bel- 
gium into battlefields.
